s the Formosa Black Flags. The 


ravages held the island before the cooi- 
ng of the Chinaman, anil the con- 
queror took possession in the usual 
wanner, earning thereby the imrlying 
hatred of men in comparison with 
whom the Chinese are civilized. These 
savages are as fiercely opposed to those 
of their own kind who have acknowl- 
edged the authority of the Chinese, as 
hey are to the Cliine.se themselves.

He learns when the farmer goes to the 
field, and the time when he is farthest 
from his home. He finds out the de- 
fense of the villages; which one is the 
weakest and therefore will be the best 
to attack.

All that the head hunter need carry 


is a spear to kill, a knife to cut and a 
bag to put the head in. The spear is 
twenty feet long, of bamboo, and has 
an iron, arrow-shaped head eight inch- 
*s long. The knife, which Is carried 
in a belt, is eighteen iuches long, of 
iron, with a keen edge and point The 
"oag is of cord and opens and shuts like 
•i net, and is carried over the shoul- 
ders. It is large enough to hold two 
or three heaild. Sometimes the head 
hunter carries a bow and arrows, and 
occasionally a matchlock gun. If a 
month goes by without some one of 
the tribe bringing in a head, the tribe 
grows reetless, and foray on a Chinesa 
settlement is planned.
